BFI locate 


the 'missing' trash

Grayling Township officials think 
they have solved the case of the missing 
township trash. 

As reported in the Dec. 21, issue of 
the Avalanche, township supervisor 
Amold Stancil could not verify that 
trash taken from the township transfer 
Station was going to the landfill in 
Maple Forest Township, as outlined 
in the county solid waste plan. 

Browning-Ferris Industries (BFT), 
became the township’s new trash 
hauler on Dec. 1, yet despite the fact 
that representatives from BFI claimed 
all the Grayling Township trash was 
going to the proper place, owners of 
the local landfill said they had no 
receipts showing BFI had brought in 
any 40-yard trash containers, as are 
used at the Grayling Township 
Transfer Station. 

At that time Kevin Beste, BFI Sales 
Manager said, “BFI is not doing 
anything wrong or illegal. We can be 
Creative in how we get the trash there 
and I don’t want to disclose that to our 
competition.” 

Stancil, however, was not 
convinced and told the Avalanche if 
the township trash was not going to 
the local landfill, “we probably 
Shouldn’t pay for it.” 

A Michigan Department of 


Environmental Quality (DEQ), 
investigation was started to find the 
township’s trash. 

To solve the problem, Beste was 
forced to reveal the BFI strategy at the 
Jan. 9 mecting of the Grayling 
Township Board of Trustees. He 
presented copies of a letter to each 
board member that he had written to 
an official with the DEQ outlining 
how the trash is being handled and 
where it is going. 

He wrote that, with the exception 
of the first load which was hauled 
directly to the local landfill in a 40- 
yard container, all other loads have 


been recompacted, after business 


hours, at the transfer station in Lovells 
Township. 

Beste explained that the 40-yard 
containers, which have been 
compacted at a rate of 700 pounds per 
yard at the transfer station, are emptied 
into a specially built 25-yard container 
and compacted at 1,200 pounds per 
yard. Taken to the local landfill, a25- 
yard container can be emptied for 
considerably less money. 

Beste told the township board that 
the recompaction operation has been 
approved by the DEQ, and with the 
township board’s permission, BFI 
would now locate the recompaction

Home Heating Credit delayed by “Foehl named Presid ant. 
Congressional budget talks o 


The Home Heating Credit, which in 
past years has been part of the Michigan 
Income Tax form, will require a 
scpersc filing this year. 

The U.S. Congress has not yet agreed 
on an appropriation used to fund the 
Home Heating Credit. Michigan 
residents who qualify for the credit 
will receive a check or energy draft 
paid to their heating provider for the 
amount of their credit, instead of 
applying the credit to their income tax 
liability. Both homeowners and renters 
are cligible for the credit. 

“We are waiting for Congress to 
pass the federal budge! in order to 
determine the final amount of home 
heating assistance, if any, that will be 
allocated to Michigan's Home Heating 
Credit program this year," commented 
Deputy Treasurer Madhu Anderson. 
“We anticipate the amount approved 
for the upcoming year will be less than 
last year, potentially reducing the 
individual credit amount. It is also 
unclear at this time when, and if, such 
approval will be forthcoming from 
Congress.” 

The credit, which went to 404,000 
families last year, helps cligible 
taxpayers pay some of the cost of 
heating their homes. The amount of 
the credit is based on income, number 


of exemptions, and annual heating 
costs. Income eligibility for the 
standard credit is determined as 
follows:

Lowe committee passes POW-MIA legislation 


A measure creating the Office of 
POW-MIA Affairs received 
overwhelming support recently from 
the Michigan House of Representatives 
Senior Citizens and Veterans Affairs 
Committee. 

The bill creases an office responsible 
for investigating information about 
armed-forces personnel listed as 
prisoners of war or missing in action. 
Ithas the power to subpoena witnesses 
and pursuc information in court. The 
initiative also requires an annual 
legislative report. 

There are more than 70 men from 
Michigan listed as a POW or MIA. 

State Rep. Allen Lowe, chairman of 
the committee, said he was moved by 
testimony about 110 U.S. prisoners of 
war confirmed to be in Southeast Asia 
a3 of just three months ago.

One of those I work with made a 
comment recently about how the days 
would be getting longer now that 
winter has officially started. The sun 
has made its “UU” turn, so to speak, and 
there will be more minutes and 
eventually more hours of daylight as 
we near spring and then summer. I’m 
sure there must be some really 
available somewhere, but for us 
common folk, an almanac will do just 
fine. 

By the time you nave this in hand, it 
will probably be mid-January, and we 
will have gained some 20 minutes of 
daylight, By the end of the month, we 
will have 47 minates more daylight, 
pretty much equally divided between 


Z sunrise and sunset times. In the 29 


days of February, the length of the 
daylight hours will be increased by an 
hour and 53 minutes. 

There are at least three almanacs 
available at local grocery stores now, 
but in colonial America there were 
Sometimes as many as nine differem 
almanacs available, One might wonder 
why they were so popular, but 
published books were either not 
available, or when they were available 
they were too expensive for most 
people, A typical family library in 
New England might have had a Bible, 


a book of Psalms and Hymns and 
several almanacs. Almanacs were not 
only readily available, bul inexpensive 
and our ancestors also obtained a great 
deal of information relative to their 
survival from them, 


According to one source available, 
the second item published in the 
Amezican Colonics was an almanac in 
1639. By the close of the French and 
Indian War in 1763, almanacs had 
been published in cach of the 13 
colonies, No matter who published 
the almanac, they all had a calendar 
for each month which included the 
times of sunrise and sunset, along with 
the rising and setting of the moon, 
information on the tides, and phases of 
the moon. When the day was clear, the 
almanac also allowed any farmer 10 
tell the time to within just a few 
minutes, by the rising and setting of 
the moon or some particular stars. 

In addition, the almanac was often 
consulted for the formula to remedy & 
sick child or cow. When the American 
Revolution was imminent, there were 
even detailed instructions for the 
method of making gunpowder.

Use caution when being solicited by phone 


Grayling area residents, 

Recently the City of Grayling Police 
Deparunent received correspondence 
from “Safe Streets”, James Wooten 
Pres, located in Washington D.C. The 
correspondence related to their 
Otganization which is lobbying for 
Fruth in Sentencing” of convicted 
criminals, and was soliciting the 
support of myself as the Grayling 
potice chief. Should I have chasen to 
endorse the effort, the endorsement 
would have been used by the 
Organizauion to solicit your suppor, 
both in signing a petition as well as 
requesting Unat you submit financial 
support also. I have declined to submit 
this endorsement and have so notified 
the organization. Coincidental to this, 
on Friday, Jan. 12, 1996, CBS Good 
Morning America featureda news bricf 
which addressed the problem of “Law 
Enforcement” solicitation from the 


public. 

I should clarify that there are 
legitimate fund-raising efforts 
undertaken by organizations 
representative of fire, law enforcement 
and various affiliated groups, and this 
is not directed at judgement of the 
current effort. However, as was stated 
in the CBS news program, studies 
have shown that as high a percentage 
as 70 percent of those solicitation 
monies received are directed toward 
the administration of the programs.

Contact Social Security now 


if you're approaching age 62 and 
you're thinking about retiring next 
year, you should contact Social 
Security now to discuss your plans. In 
some cases, your choice of retirement 
month could mean additional benefits 
for you and your family. Because the 
computation varies based on your 
earnings for the yeas and the month in 
which you file, it’s a good idea lo 
check with a Social Security 
representative before making your 
decision. 

Because Social Security rules permit 
people to work and receive retirement 
benefits at the same time, it could be to 
your advantage to have your benefits 
begin in January, even if you don't 
plan to retire until later in the year.

The 
important thing to remember is that 
these programs are lacally 
administered. You, as the citizen, arc 
for whom these programs are directed. 
It is you who have direct awareness of 
these programs, their effectiveness and 
legitimacy. Through the Michigan 
Association of Chief’s of Police, 
Sheriff's Association, Michigan State 
Police, and others, there has been a 
concerted effort directed toward 
telephonic solicitation efforts, because 
of the many “bogus” organizations.

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Drunk drivers face increased i insurance costs 


Convicted drunk drivers pay a high 
price. First, there are legal fees, 
expenses, Court costs and fines. Then, 
they can expect a big jump in their 
auto insurance rates. 

A recent Michigan Association of 
Insurance Companies (MAIC) study 
found that a principal driver of a 1994 
Pontiac Grand Am who is convicted 
of operating a motor vehicle while 
impaired, will pay at least 50 percent 
more for auto insurance coverage. A 
conviction for operating under the 
influence, or with an unlawful blood 
alcohol level, will mean an average 
rae increase of 66 percent—resulting 
in an annual premium of about $2,828 
in Grand Rapids, for example. 

“Accidents which result from 
drinking and driving are very costly,” 
Terry Buckles, president of MAIC, 
said. “This is reflected in the higher 
premiums which are charged to 
motorists convicted of drunk driving.” 

A drive with a blood alcohol 
concentration (BAC) of .10 percent is 
Six Umes more likely than a sober 
driver to cause an accident, the 
insurance industry spokesman addcd. 


In Michigan, it is illegal to operate a 
motor vehicle with a BAC of .10 
percent. Also, anew law here makes it 
illegal for minors to drive witha BAC 
of .02 percent or greater. 

Stricter laws and increased publicity 
about the dangers of drinking and 
driving have contributed to a decline 
in Michigan's number of fatal 


hundreds of persons are killed and 
thousands are injured in the state’s 
alcohol-related crashes cach year. 

In Michigan, state law requires 
insurance companies to establish a 
plan for charging higher rates to 
motorists who have substantially at- 
fault accidents and/or convictions for 
driving violations. These extracharges 
vary by company. 


drunk driving normally will not be 
able to purchase auto insurance from 
regular insurance companies, Buckles 
said. Michigan law also permits 
insurance companies to refuse auto 
coverage to those with such

New-car safety devices call

Generations of drivers camed their 
licenses when cars had drum and shoe 
brakes, and the procedure was to pump 
the brakes and stcer in the direction 
they wanted the front of the vehicle to 
go. Because many cars today have 
disc brakes with the antilock feature, 
drivers need to push down hard on the 
brake pedal and keep it depressed-— 
not pump. Since the car doesn’t skid, 
the driver rewiins full steering control.

DISNEY HAS DONE 


Most drivers assume they know all 
they need to about handling a car, but 
automotive advances in stecring and 
slopping mean the skills of many 
drivers are out of date. 

The driver's seat used to be 
considerably higher than itis in today's 
passenger vehicles. The proper 
position of the driver's hands on the 
wheel was 10 and 2 o'clock. 

With today’s lower seal posigon 
and the advent of air bags, drivers 
need to move their hands lower on the 
wheel and sit farther hack for proper 
control and safety. 

Before starung the engine, drivers 
should adjust head restraints so they 
are high and close to the hack of the 

= head, then fasten safety belts and adjust 
. mirrors. 

Drivers should hold the steering 
wheel at its equator (3 and 9 o'clock 
posiuon) or slightly lower. Ina crash, 
this minimizes the possibility of injury 
to fingers, hands and forearms from

Latest safety belt survey shows need for law 


A slight increase in safety belt use 
has traffic safety advocates convinced, 
now more than ever, of the need wo 
strengthen the state’s law requiring 
motorists to buckle up. The most recent 
observation survey, conducted in 
September of 1995, puts safety belt 
use at 66.8 percent, uponly moderately 
from 66.1 percent in 1994. 

“Safety belt use has leveled off in 
Michigan, making it imperative that 
we strengthen our current law,” said 
Betty J. Mercer, executive director of 
the Office of Highway Safety Planning. 
“No other change in the law will have 
the same immediate effect in saving 
lives and preventing injuries.” 

Based on the experience in other 
States that have modified their safety 
belt law, Michigan will have a 10- to 
15-percentage-point increase in use 
just by keeping enforcementatits same 
evel. Experts at the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration estimate 
Michigan will save up to 100 lives 
annually with a 15-percentage-point 


increase in safety belt use and prevent up 


up to 3,000 serious injuries. 

Rep. Frank Fitzgerald (R-Grand 
Ledge) sponsor of the standard 
enforcement legislation, said, “This is 
all about saving lives, preventing

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injuries and saving societal costs— 
without any additional cost to 
government. To me, that’s sound 
public policy.” 

The annual survey, conducted by 
the University of Michigan 
Transportation Research Institute, 
shows belt use is lowest, not among 
adults, but children aged 4-15 at 58.8 
percent. It goes up only slightly for 
those aged 16-29 at 60.4 percent. 

And while two-thirds of the state’s 
motorists buckle up, 60 percent of 
fatal-crash victims were not buckled 
up. 

“If we can increase safety belt use 
beyond 70 percent, we will have a 
dramatic impact on reducing deaths 
and injuries,” James K. Haveman, Jr., 
acting director of the Michigan 
Deparunent of Public Health. 

Safety belts also have major impact 
on drunk -driving fatalities. Two-thirds 
of those killed in drunk -driving crashes 
are in the drunk driver's car and 80 
percent of those people are not buckled

The observation survey also looked 
at safety belt use by vehicle type, and 
found safety belt use highest in sport- 
utility vehicles at 70.7 percent. Use 
was lowest among pickup truck 
drivers, only 49.3 percent were buckled 
up. 
Other findings included belt use 
was higher for females, 70.9 percent, 
compared to males at 62.5 percent. 
And, belt use was highest during rainy 
weather, 88.9 percent, and lowest on 
sunny days, 66.7 percent. 

Survey researchers also recommend 
adopting standard enforcement as a 
means of increasing safety belt use 
Specifically, compliance with 
Michigan's safety belt law would be 
facilitated if the law permitted standard 
enforcement, the report concluded.

What 
cam my family and I do to reduce 
our rish ifa fire occurs in our home? 

Answer: Every ycar, hundreds of 
thousands of fires happen in people's 


homes. If one occurs in your home, 
you have to get out quickly. By 
planning ahead, you'll increase your 
chances of doing the right thing. The 
following advice is from the Nattonal 
Fire Protecuon Association in Sparky’ s 
Tips for Kids, 

*First and foremost, instal] smoke 
detectors in your home to warn you if 
a fire starts. Test them every month, 
and never borrow batteries from them 
for any reason, 

*Sit down today with your family 
and make an ¢escape plan. Plan two 
ways out of every room, especially the 
bedrooms. Draw a diagram and 
practice your escape. 


*Choose a meeting place outside. 
Everyone should go to this one place 
and stay put. Then one person should 
go call the fire deparunent from a 
neighbors phone. 

*Make sure children understand to 
get oul fast. Don't stop for possessions 
or pets, and don't go back no matter 
what. 

*Tell children to test every door 
with the back of the hand.

Word from Region 9 Rural Trans- 
portation Task Force is most discour- 
aging when it comes to road funding 
in Crawford County. 


Managing Director of The Road 
Commission For Crawford County 
James Briney said, “It appears there 
will be no Rural STF funds allocated 
to our region for the next three years 
and the TEDF D funds tikely will be 
reduced by 40 percent These are 
funds our road commission, all road 
commissions, the state and all cites 
and villages in Michigan have had 
available to use for road improve- 
ments. 


The news came within hours after 
the Board of Road Commissioners 
completed a list of road project prion- 
tics for Crawford County. The com- 
missioners had held a public mecting 
in December in order for citizens to 
lobby for their particular road inter- 
ests.
